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1 . ON JULY 28, DUTCH HOSTED SUBJECT MEETING AT 
FOREIGN OFFICE. ATTENDING WERE URENCO GROUP (ALSTON, 

ELLINGSON, STURMAN, GRESLEY (UK), VAN GALEN LAST, 

BRUYNS (NETHERLANDS) HAGEN, VON HEES (FRG) AND 

US DEL (BORIGHT, GRIFFIN, ROSENTHAL, ANC DRUMP). 

2. BRUYNS SUMMARIZED FOR TRIPARTITE THEIR STATUS 

IN DISCUSSIONS WITH IAEA. URENCO "IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
UNANIUMOUS CONCLUSION OF THE TOKYO MEETING" FEELS THAT 
EFFECTIVE SAFEGUARDS CAN BE APPLIED WITHOUT ANY 
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INSPECTOR ACCESS TO THE CASCADE AREA AND THAT ACCESS 
WOULD NOT NATURALLY ADD TO THE EFFECTIVENESS OF SAFE- 
GUARDS. HE SAID THERE IS AGREEMENT WITH THE IAEA 
THAT THERE SHOULD BE AN EXCLUSION AREA, BUT THE IAEA 
HAS NOT AGREED TO THE SIZE OF THE EXCLUSION AREA. 

3. URENCO DEL SAID THERE IS GOOD NON-PROLIFERATION 
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REASON NOT TO ALLOW ACCESS TO CASCADE, IN THAT 
"SENSITIVE" INFORMATION WOULD BE REVEALED. SENSITIVE 
INFORMATION IS IN THEIR VIEW A BROADER CATEGORY THAN 
"CLASSIFIED" INFORMATION, AND IT IS THE SENSITIVITY 
WHICH LEADS TO DEFINITION OF AN EXCLUSION AREA. 

THEREFORE THEY INFORMED US THAT QUADRIPARTITE CLASSI- 
FICATION GUIDE IS NOT THE LIMITATION ON ACCESS AND IS 
NOT IMPEDIMENT TO ACCESS WHICH WOULD OTHERWISE BE AGREED. 

4. URENCO GROUP ASKED US NUMBER OF QUESTIONS, INCLUDING 
US PLANS FOR IAEA SAFEGUARDS AT US ENRICHMENT PLANTS, 
INSPECTOR ACCESS IN SUCH CASE, AND US ATTITUDE IN CASE 
CRITICISM OF SLOW PROGRESS ON URENCO FACILITY ATTACHMENT 
IS VOICED AT NEXT IAEA BOARD. US RESPONDED THAT WE WERE 
ASSESSING FIRST QUESTION AND INDICATIONS WERE THAT NEW 
US ENRICHMENT PLANT WOULD MEET US OFFER DEFINITION; A 
MORE FORMAL US ANSWER MIGHT BE AVAILABLE BEFORE LONG. 

ON SECOND QUESTION US IS STUDYING VARIOUS LEVELS OF 
ACCESS AND IMPLICATIONS FOR BOTH SAFEGUARDS 
EFFECTIVENESS AND PROTECTION OF TECHNOLOGY; WE DO NOT 
YET HAVE DEFINITIVE ANSWER. ON LAST QUESTION, US DEL 

SAID WE WOULD CONTINUE TO BE CONSTRUCTIVE AND HELPFUL 
IN AGREEING TO ALLOW REASONABLE TIME TO REACH AGREEMENT 
ON NEW FACILITY TYPES, AND IMPLIED OUR HOPE THAT IT 
COULD BE DONE IN NEXT FEW MONTHS. 
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5. IN EARLY PART OF DISCUSSION, STURMAN SAID URENCO IS 
DESIGNING SAFEGUARDS APPROACH TO VERIFY ALL FLOWS AT 
ENRICHMENT PLANT, INCLUDING SEALS OF DOORTS AND CONTAINMENT 
AND SURVEILLANCE MONITORING OF ALL MOVEMENTS THROUGH 
"HOLES", INCLUDING EQUIPMENT AND PERSONNEL FLOWS. 

(CONTRARY TO ROMETSCH'S IMPRESSION, STURMAN SAID THERE 
WOULD BE NO VEHICULAR TRAFFIC THROUGH PERIMETER.) 

BRUYNS LATER SOM SOMEWHAT OBSCURED POINT BY QUESTIONING 
LOGICAL NEED FOR SUCH ASSURANCE IN NPT STATES. BORIGHT 
REITERATED US VIEW OF IMPORTANCE OF IAEA VERIFICATION OF 
ALL FLOWS. IN INFORMATION COMMENT AFTER MEETING, 

ALSTON SAID ISSUE MAY NOT HAVE ENTIRELY GONE AWAY. 

6. BOTH DELS NOTED RELATIONSHIP OF THIS DISCUSSION TO 
DISCUSSION OF QUADRIPARTITE CLASSIFICATION GUIDE WHICH 
US HAS SUGGESTED. URENCO GROUP SAID THEY WOULD BE 
READY IN OCTOBER OR NOVEMBER, AND US AGREED TO SUPPLY 
SUGGESTED LIST OF AGENDA ITEMS BEFORE END OF AUGUST.
